civilization. 
¡Mr. Goodwin’s success 
with 
the 
fair sex must have been a source of 
irritation to less fascinating men, and 
a puzzle to lees successful men.

What was there in his 
manner and appearance that 
drew 
women as the candle doth the moth? 
There can be no answer, as none of 
masculine • persuasion 
have 
yet 
claimed to understand the mysterious 
ways of the feminine heart. It is a 
safe guess, however, that among the 
Goodwin attributes was the quality of 
being able to entertain infinitely and 
indefinitely with his rare anecdotes, 
as well as the glamour that went with 
a distinguished name. It can also he 
assumed that the actor had a 
big 
heart, an unusual capacity for loving 
strongly if not longly, inspiriag 
a 
similar devotion on the part of the 
objects of his affection. It is not of 
record that any of his multiplicity of 
wives ever committed suicide 
It h 
evident that they recovered from their 
heart attacks as readily as did he.

But most of the results of this class 
of thinking are not lasting. "Creeds 
have changed,” shrines have perished,’* 
thrones have fallen and so have re­ 
publics. 
Thinkers of the "logical class” start 
out by assuming, and then make their 
deductions. 
Example , one: 
God 
is 
perfect, 
therefore He must create perfection, 
hence there is no such thing as pain. 
Example two: Pool is played by so 
called bad people, therefore the game 
shall be banished from Christian In­ 
stitutions. 
(A few years ago ¿his 
logic actually prevailed 
here. 
The 
pool tables were removed from the 
Y. M. C. A. and certain pastors were 
told not to play pool). 
Example three: 
There is one true 
church, that church is mine, there­ 
fore your church is wrong. 
To now dispose of the three exam­ 
ples, beginning with the last' named. 
The Savior plainly said: "I came that 
ye might have life. Life, then is the 
great boon of mankind. 
But Christ 
also said “I am the 
Life.” 
So 
if 
Christ is the source of life, where 
does any particular church come in?

As 
to the first contention—that a per­ 
fect God must 
create 
perfection, 
therefore there is no pain, etc. 
Ask the same child, who will tell 
you that God made him, if he ever 
had the tooth ache? 
Observational, 
scientific thinking, seems 
to 
have 
brought the most good to the world. 
Those who have "tasted and seen that 
the Lord is good,” 
have 
certainly 
Served more acceptably than 
those 
who can tell you what they think 
about our Maker. Galileo, the exper­ 
imental philosopher was in the way 
of doing much more good than the 
logical thinkers who threatened 
to 
kill h^rn. 
Take what followed New­ 
ton’s discovery after he had observed 
the falling of an apple. Ben Frank­ 
lin observed the lightning, caught it 
in a bottle and people kept on exper­ 
imenting until now we whisper around 
our world and are in a fair way to 
fly to Mars, some day. 
Watt saw 
mighty steam as it lifted the tea ket 
tie lid, and now we have the super 
heater railroad engines. 
Finally the 
logical thinkers are mystics—that is, 
they believe in programs, they see 
things complete, they say that 
so 
much power will do the work. 
Hindenberg et ah were of this logi 
cal type of generals—Their whole 
strategy was: We will furnish and 
put enough power against the Allied 
lines to break the strongest line they 
can make. Foch, wate of the experi­ 
mental type of mind, said iñ effect, 
“we will wait ¿intil the actual occas­ 
ion arises—we believe in waiting un­ 
til actual conditions arise then we can 
see them and act more intelligently. 
In a word "new occasions teach new 
duties,” was the basis of the Allied 
Strategy, and It won. 
The "waiting 
and watching policy” 
of 
President 
Wilson, is an example of the experi­ 
mental, actual fact kind of reasoning, 
land it won.
